Hope for Reimbursement. 


The granite firm of Stout, Hall & 


Bangs, of which C. J. Hall, of Belfast, 
and Col. Isaac Bangs, of Waterville, are 
members, have aomc hope of re-lmburae- 
mcnt on a contract, annulled by Con- 
gress, In the passage Saturday by the 
Senate of a bill granting them 831,200.
